How ro cook Rice.—A writer in a Baltimore pa- 
per furnishes the following receipt: 

As Rice is generally recommended to be used, in 
lieu of vegetables, during the prevalence of the Chole- 
ra, but few persons are acquainted with the proper 
mode of preparing it for table; you will confer a favor 
by inserting the following receipt as practised in Caro- 
lina, 

ist. The Rice must be thoroughly scrubbed and rin- 
sed, in several waters, until the floury particles, which 
are often sour or musty, are evtirely removed, 

1. A handful of salt should he thrown into a pot of 
water which must beil before the Rice is sprinkled in. 

3d. The Rice should be boiled steadily twelve min- 
utes by the wateh: the water should then be poured 
off, and the potcovered and set close to the fire to steam, 
for ten minutes. 

Thus prepared, and eaten with gravy, milk, butter 
&e. Rice is one of the most digestible articles of food 
in nature: but if, on the contrary, it be badly cooked, 
few substances are more apt to disorder the iecanes 
systern. ‘There are two extremes to be avoided. Ist, 
it ought not to be eaten ifatallraw. ‘This state is de- 
tected by crushing a few grains between the fingers; 
ifasmall chalky lump is found in the centre of the 
grain, the rice is not sufficiently cooked. But on the

Mecanique Ce_este.—Mr. Bowditch, of Boston, who is 
now eng in translating Laplace's ‘ Mecanique Celeste,’ 
is unquestionably one of the first mathematicians of the age. 
The last number of the London Quarterly Review thus 
speaks of our illustrious countryman : 

We must not stop without saying something of Mr. Bow- 
ditch’s performances ; though what we do say must be short. 
The idea of undertaking a translation of the whole ‘Mecan- 
ique Celeste,’ accompanied throughout with copious running 
commentary, is one which savors, at first sight, of the gigant- 
esque, and is certuinly one which, from what we had hitherto 

reafon to conceive of the ‘popularity and diffusion of 
mathematical knowledge on the opposite shures of the At- 
lantic, we should never bave expected to have found origi- 
nated—or, at least, carried into execution, in that quarter. 
‘The first volume only has as yet reached us; and when we 
consider the great difficulty of printing works of this na- 
ture, to say nothing of the heavy and probably unremun- 
erated expense, we are not surprised at the delay of the 
second, Meanwhile, the part actually completed (which 
contains the first two books of Laplace's works) is, with a few 
and slight exceptions, just what we could have wished to 
see—an exact and careful translation into very good English— 
exceedingly well printed, and accompanied with notes ap- 
pended to each page, which leave mo step in the text of ino- 
ment unsupplied; hardly any material difficulty either of 
conception or reasoning unelucidated. ‘Io the student of 
‘Celestial Mechanism’ such a work must be invaluable, and 
we sincerely hope that the success of this ume, which 
seems thrown out to try the feeling of the public, both Amer- 
ican and British, will be such as to induce the speedy ap- 
pearance of the sequel. Should this unfortunatelv not be 
the case, we shall ¢ ceply lament that the liberal oller of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences, to print the whole 
at their expense, was not accepted.

of dysentery ; making the whole mortality then greater, by 
one third, then that presented by the « sponding period 
this year, and the deaths from common cholera numerically 
greater than those from the two forms of the disease now 
existing. In the mean time our summer has passed away, 
and with it has ceased the only known atmospheric cause, 
of ou: billious cholera. More than two weeks have « lapsed 
without the occurrence of a hot day. Our evenings begin 
to inspire something of an autumnal chill, and wo begin al- 
ready to talk of warm firesides and thick garments. 

It is not in euch weather as this that we are acquainted 
with severe cholera in ordinary seasons; and it is difficult to 
realize that we are menaced w One thing is cer- 
tain, that if under existing circumstances vere and fatal 
cholera should become epidemic among wa, there will be 
little difficulty in recognizing it a8 a new disease, and in- 
stead of laying particular cases to the account of green apples, 
cucumbers, and watermelon must then be content to 
confess our ignorance of the cause of this mysterious slady, 
and wait for further experience to enlighte ® our understand- 
ings.
